attitudé is, assumed by the people in the 
streets concerned, xo that they, as a native 
said tv» me, ‘for. aice keop the Sunday.’ 


Tn othor words, they have not opencd their 
shops, nor are they inclined todo sc. Tho 


very siusple. A certain hall, belonging to 
a Hunan Guild is undergoing repairy, and 
a Hunan soldier, in plain clothes, was cir- 
tying some old timber along the street, 
when ho accidontally ran -inte an 
aged Cantonese, aud knocked him 
It was a pure accident. But the old man 
roseand began to berate the Hunanese, 
wherenpon te latter threw down his-wourl, 
and thrashed the former. B; 
stroet was packed with people, Some Can: 
ton ! Braves’ came to smooth matters ove 
but only added fuel to tho Tire, Svon 
more Hunan soldiers rushed up to assist 
their’comrade, and the Hananese soldiers 
and Cantonese militia began to draw and 
uno their revolvers.

To-day 
the people are sullen, They’ will not 
turn-to thuir.ordinary avocations until th 
officials ‘have seized and:punished tlie orig- 
inator of the quarrel The Wan Hoi and 
other magistrates have visited 1 argo 
Tomple in Tai Sau Kai in order to induce 
the representatives of the pcoplo to use 
their influence to urge the shop-keepers to 
retura to their duties, But the latter have 
tefused to’comply. The niandarins are no 
doubt in aquandary. They fear the people 
on the ono hand, especially in the present 
state of * public opinion '—or rather private 
opinion—and the soldiers on the other. 
Howover I dare say, like the fire you 
spoke of in ‘to-night’s papor, when the 
anger of the people will have: burnt fors 
day or two, it will burn itself out.

Two hugo.breakers immediately burst over 
us in rapid;-succession, amashing the ours 
and washing two men, the coxswain aud 
another, out of the boat. IT leant over 
and scized the former by the collar and 
dragged him into the boat, and threw the 
other man an oar, which be got hold of, 
but let go almost immediately, and sank. 
Hardly had this happened beforo another 
hugo wave broke mght on top of us, 
turning tho boat over and = throws 
Two men 
were swopt away this time, but clung to 
some oars and were eventually picked up. 
The captain, mysclf, and four of the crew 
managed to cling to the boat, which was 
now hottom up. The only word sp 
was by tho captain who said, ‘That's right, 
Jada! stick to the beat, and wo shall do.’ 
Unfortunately, huwover, owing to the brenk~ 
ing seas, the boat began to turn over and 
over, being first keel up and then righting 
herself. Wo had, therefore, the utmost 


constantly sweeping over her, and wa very 
sonm got exhausted. I cannot say how long 
this went on, or'what exactly happened, as 
had just lashed a piece vf rope round ny 
waist when’ tho boat again turned ovor and 
dragged me beneath her as.shg turned. I 
was unable to free myself, and was in a 
state of collapse when she again turned and 
I was dragged up onthe other side, When, 
I could again clutch the keel I managed to 
free my hand, and, as wo had by: this time 
beon carried beyond thea worst of the 
breakers, I had time to look round, 

‘To: my horror, of the six‘who were 
originally in the boat, but throo wore left, 
myself and two men, one.of wham was the 
coxswain. ‘Tho captain and tho other two 
had disappeared, and we could sea no 
traces of them. Wo were all by this tine 
completely exhausted, and could not hive 
held on for another minuto; when we sw 
the cutter from the ship coming to our re- 
gous. We wore picked up, and then pulicd 
all round looking for the others, but could 
seo nothing. As wo were both dressed in 
heavy Shooting boots and clothes I fear it 
would have been impossible for anyone, 
howevor strong | simmer, to have kept | 
afoat for a moment, if unsupported, in such 
nsoa, Although it secriad ike long years 
to us, while clinging to tho-boat, we wero 
told that but fiftecn minutes had ‘elapsed 
from the time of the accident until I, who 
was the last-man, was picked-up,’
